Whereas, Evidence related to those methods' effectiveness
and their impact on Indiana's criminal justice system should be
examined, and

Whereas, Based on their findings, the study committee
should determine whether statutory changes are necessary in

order to modernize Indiana's bail bond system: Therefore,

The Legislative Council is urged to assign to the
Criminal Law & Sentencing Policy Committee, for study during the
2013 legislative interim, the topic of surety bail in Indiana's criminal
justice system.
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
